Their supply was cut off very soon 
after the war'began and, as they can 
not afford to pay the price cf what 
little Turkish tobacco is imported, 
they have either to boost their prices, 
substitute a cheap domestic tobacco, 
or go out of business. Many of them 
have failed and are failing every day 
just for this reason. Some of them 
are using cheaper tobaccos. 


"There is nothing in the appear- 


ance of a cigarette tobacco that would 
show the layman that even 28 per 
cent, of his so-called pure Turkish 
cigarette was a domestic substitute, 
but a regular smoker of Turkish cig- 
arettes could tell at the first whiff if 
even so much as 2 per cent, of his 
cigarette is domestic leaf."
